Alike’? Veteran Teacher Says 


| 
| Mrs. Rena B. Francis, prin- 
| cipal of the Etiwanda school, is 
a strong believer in the pres- 
ent generation and she has no 
fears—any more than she had 
{ about her first school -pupils-— 
concerning their ability to make 
real men and women. 

“Underneath all children aré 
| alike,”” Mrs. Francis said, “some 
; may be more active than others, 
; but they are just as good now 
as they ever were.” 

For 12 years, Mrs. Francis has 
; been principal of the Etiwanda 

school. And that means she has 
i been closely identified with resi- 
| dents of that rich, pioneer cit- 
rus community. Most of the
